2. dubject v;as met at the/^Libraiy in Oct /Nov 1963 by a 'U'kx'ainian 
librarian by the name 8HEPAR0VYGH of Rochester, N,Y. The latrer ap;,;roached 
Subject v;hen saw him reading ", ravda", and asked xfoether he was Russian. 

The answer vras yes, Siilt APiOVYGH v;anted to knovj vdiere from : from the Soviet 
'union or from tils country. Subject replied that from the former. Asked from 
what city named LVOV, 'itien Hi-:.I;0VYGH xKxchckka± asked v/liether he v.-as Ukrairiiru. 
to vhiat Subject replied . "Of course, I am a -■krainian". 

Subject vras quite vrii ing to talk and to be introduced to other 
people. Thus he vras also introduced to the Source and a ukjainian engineer 
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a friend of Source, _ by the n^^iae !L4VRYLUii ,fnu of ItocheGter, too. 

Source trlmself met many times Subject, together v/ith oHSPAROVYCH 
and liAVl.YLUIi arranged a ^ew Year party for liici and at one tirae Subject 
used to visit Source at liis horae at least tmee a week, Sub-ject went also 
to IiAVTiYLuK and SiibFA OVYGH and behaved very freely, lie did not sliun 
conversations and argisients but actually vsiy often took initiative himself 
in discussing political tmpics. Subject alvrays defended official party line 
^uidowheneverrlia x^as piimed dox-m and lacked further arguxiients he simply 
changed the topic, he never ,hov;ever, was ready to admit openly his 
interlocutor’ s rightaess.

4* Siidject is a thorougiily indoctrinated communist, of average 
intelligence, an apparatchik mainly int/erested in Iris career with no or 
very fev; copabil..ties and qualifications scholarly v;ork. He is an 

"administrative type" v;ith talents for organisational v;ork but not 

for scientific job. He admitted himself that he had never been a bright 
student but inther on the contrary.

Subject feels a profound gratitude to^he Soviet regime for “making 
something out of him“ and is av/are that because of his v/eak points and not 
only out of gratitude he will have to serVe the pai-ty to maintain his 
privileged starus* 

Subject seems to be viell trained for answering us al attacks from 
vfetern people and in pa jvi.icLLLar is quite well informed about some seamy 
sides of American reality* He is also well prepared to meet usual emigre-- 
arguraentation and very often simply “anticipates 2 his interlocutor’s 
line of reasoning in order to countervail his arguments in advance* 

Thus, v/hen Source ,for instance, mentioned Biussification Subject added 
that he should go ahead vrith enumarating quantity of Uk^ninian books, 
lack of Ukrainian newspapers in the Russian SFSR, aso* 

On the other hands he gets lost v/hen encountering something he was not 
av/are of* Thus, i/hen asked how come such a“prudent and benevolent organiaatiou “ 
as the communists party could let S nlin introduce his regime and where v^as 
the garantee tliat the same party wall not let another Stalin come to power 
in the future, Subject v;as unable to cope with the problem and at once changed 
the topic. 

5* Some opinions expressed by Subject: 
a/ v/hatever the mishaps and "secondary” deficiebcies of the socialist 
system , the latter will certainly prevail over capitalism. The main evil 
of capitalism is private ovmei'sliip. Where it exists there is 

exploitation* ^Source’s and others’ arguments about Soviet state-capitalism, 
monopoly of economic an.t p<-.>litical pov/er etc - he discarded as “biased 
bourgeois nonsense", “ It is ridiculous to speak about capitalivsm in the 
socialist Soviet system” . It looked that he simply was unable to comprehend 
the problem and a priori leparded Sorurce’s arguments as complete nonsense. 
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b/ Subject defended Stalin far beyond of..icial line. He called iTim 
a groat leader v/ho had to do v/hat he aid. ;:«>crifices, hunger, concentration 
camps - all were necss.-.^arj'' • and negligible in cor;ipa:ison v/ith " great constnis 
ction of sociaiism” , heavy industry aso, Deficiehcies and misteps in 
agriculture and light industry v/ill be in due time overcome. One cannot do 
all at once. Moreover after having had a v/ar like the last one, 

c/ American richness is illusory and accessible only to "capitalists”. 

The majority of popxrlation lives in a status of permanent insecurity , threat- 
ened by economic ctises , loss of job, illness. Subject is quite v/ell 
informed about medical costs. On the other hand when strolling along 
with Source from store to store he remarked that " your problem is to 
have money and make choise of what to buy, ours is to find anj''thing to buy". 
But then added ttiat pretty soon " we shall have all we need, too",

the v/orld'J " Moreover I am sure tlrat sooner or later Ghenese v/ill realize 
their mistakes and return to proper policy", 

e/ There is no russification in the kraine. On the contrary, Ukrainian 
culture and economy reached IxLghest levels of development. The concept of 
amalgamation of nations 3 efers to tlie futur e, i.e. to tlie Irighest stage 
of communism. Till then nations v/ill exist and therefore it v/as rid .culous 
to talk about assimilation of Ukrainians. On t'nis occasion ha uses to pint 
out that cliildren' s literature in Ukrainian is very large. In other v/ords, 
the party v/ould not go rt rx xr v/ore axter a;: !j.m.i_la uion oi ..-k^^luians.
